DOWN IN THE TUBE

ON TIME SERVICE 

Some people wonder how we manage to 
continue the same schedule in both summer and 
winter—with packed subway trains arriving and 
departing at regular nine-minute interval.

SIGNAGE HEADACHES 
Police responded to calls from residents who 
were confused and anxious about certain 
new road signs that recently appeared in 
the area. The signs, which were designed, 
purchased and installed by Melvin Tompkins, 
a concerned private citizen, warn motorists of 
what Tompkins, in a statement, described as 
“certain rare but not inconceivable dangerous 
conditions they might encounter on area roads.” 
Several signs, for example, alert drivers to 
the unlikely but not impossible scenario of 
having to dodge fiery meteorites falling from 
the sky.

TW" he Great Ecuadorian Eel may be returning 
A to the Hamptons for the winter. That is 
the essence of an email received last night by 
Hampton Police Chief John Mitchell from his 
counterpart in Quito, Ecuador, where the Eel 
spends nine months a year in a pond next to a 
waterfall on the slope of Mt. Chimborazo, not far 
from the town of Latacunga. The Eel considers 
that his home. But he goes away winters. 
“Residents with long memories may recall 
that back in the early 2000s, the Ecuadorian 
Eel was reported to have spent two winters 
here living under the ice in Mill Pond in Water 
Mill and Trout Pond in Noyac,” the chief said. 
“He was reported to be about 33 feet long, 
though no one ever got a clear sighting of 
him. But it was suspected he was involved in 
the disappearance of several local dogs and 
two resident ice fishermen who were never 
accounted for. He left in March both years. 
After that second winter, thinking that the Eel 
might be coming back I had asked Brndrn Fxisd, 
the chief of police in Quito, to send a warning if 
he was. Now he has.” 
There were many naysayers in the Hamptons 
about the Eel back then. They felt there was no

eel that could be 33 feet long, or if there was, 
he certainly was not here. But then back then 
there were people who would not believe in 
global warming. 

Chief Mitchell said he had asked Senor 
Fxisd where the Eel had been wintering in 
the intervening 12 years. He said that since 
there were Americans saying he had never 
come north, they had snuck up on the Eel 
while he was sleeping by the waterfall after 
his return from the Hamptons and darted him 
with a tracking device. They were therefore to 
determine that in the next winter, he swam off 
to a remote harbor 200 miles west of Reykjavik, 
Iceland, and then for the next four winters he 
was in the uninhabited Churchill’s Cove at the 
southern tip of Hudson Bay in Canada. 

After that he wintered two years just offshore 
one of the uninhabited Faroe Islands west of 
Scotland, and then for the next three years he 
wintered in a fjord that has never been named 
in northern Finland. 

Why he_= goes 
one knows. 

But he always comes back home to his family 
in Ecuador. During 2013 and 2014 the tracking 
device was not ‘working properly and the 
scientists could never get up to the mountain 


where he_ goes, no 


waterfall when he was asleep. (They lost two 
during one attempt.) Then last year, the tracking 
device unexpectedly started back up again. 

“And now, he is apparently on his way here,” 
the Chief said. “He is even bigger now. He is 44 
feet long now, the Chief says, and about 15 feet 
in circumference. He eats six times a day.” 

Fxisd told him that the Eel is wriggling at 
the rate of about 200 miles a day and was last 
located 140 miles east of the Outer Banks off 
North Carolina. At that rate, if he is coming 
here, he should be here next week. 

“But of course he might be going somewhere 
else,” the Chief said. “Maybe Nantucket or Nova 
Scotia or somewhere. We will just have to see.”

East Hampton Airport Takes Off the Gloves to Face Incoming Helicopters

he war between the helicopters and 

the Town of East Hampton is about to 
begin. On the morning of January 1, 2015, the 
town reached a milestone that they believe 
allows them to enforce their own rules at East 
Hampton Airport, even if they are at odds with 
the Federal Aviation Authority (FAA). The four 
most important grant assurances they receive 
from the FAA expired as of January 1. And so 
now they will be creating their own rules about 
when, how many and how often helicopters 
and jets can rattle the skies over East Hampton. 
And they hope to have these new rules in place 
before the summer. 

“We are going to be looking at proposals 
beginning in February,” Town Supervisor Larry 
Cantwell told me. “I am going to be responding 
to the will of the people.” 

The will of the people of East Hampton 
has been logged with more than 25,000 noise 
complaints from residents of this town this 
past year. The jets and choppers scream in. 
Enough, the residents say. That number of 


noise complaints exceeded the number of 
noise complaints from the prior year by nearly 
10,000. And the number of noise complaints at 
East Hampton last year exceeded the number 
of noise complaints logged at Logan Airport in 
Boston and O’Hare Airport in Chicago, according 
to Cantwell. The source? The helicopter traffic 
coming into East Hampton this past summer 
exceeded by half the number from the year 
before. Enough is enough. 

This increase in_ traffic ciabgers the 
imagination of anyone who remembers what 
this airport was like in 1960. 

In 1960, the main building at the airport 
consisted of a former Army barracks building 
towed to East Hampton from the World War I 
basic training base at Camp Upton, in Yaphank. 
Veterans from that war were welcome to them 
for $1 and tow it off. The barracks building 
became the waiting room. Soon thereafter, 
an addition was needed for a traffic control 
office. And so a local farmer donated a large 
chicken coop that got towed over and attached. 
That was East Hampton Terminal in 1960, with 
another small addition, the bathroom, attached 


on the side. Barracks and chicken coops did not 


have plumbing. 

A few local people had private planes then. 
A few summer people had them, too. It was 
possible to fly out here in small planes from 
New York City back then and some people did. 

But now that is all changed. The 4,255-foot 
runway can accommodate large twin-engine 
private jets, only a small step down from a 


commercial jet, which can fly in here from Los | 


Angeles with an executive on board, nipping 
at the sound barrier along the way. And the 
helicopters—back then you might see one once 
a month as a curiosity—are a virtual parade on 
Friday afternoons. 

For a while it was just the very rich and the 
corporate CEOs who could pay the $1,700 fare 
to charter a helicopter from Manhattan. But 
now the owners of the helicopters are putting 
charters together. They fill every seat. You can 
fly out here on a chopper for the weekend for 


_ just $350 a seat, which saves an hour off the 


two-hour trip on the Hampton Ambassador 
(which has movies, attendants, bathrooms and 
wine). Saving an hour (Cont‘d on next page) 
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is important. That’s one more hour in the 
Hamptons. And what’s another $300, anyway— 
the difference between the Ambassador fare 
and the helicopter fare—to rub shoulders with 
some other Hamptonites with the big bucks? 
And the noise of the helicopters is outside. Not 
inside. You can talk. 

Over last Fourth of July weekend, the herds 
of helicopters on some occasions were left 
to just circle around up there, stopping all 
conversation down below for 10 minutes or 
more before getting permission to land. That 
weekend, the town logged 797 noise complaints. 
If you calculate one complaint for every two 
helicopter takeoffs and landings, there were 
nearly 1,500 landings and departures by 
helicopter that weekend. — 

Can’t they make a quiet helicopter? Cars, 
which used to be so noisy, are now quiet. There 
are excellent mufflers. 

“We've asked,” Cantwell said. “There seems 
to be none available.” 

Until now, the Town has been happy to have 
the financial support of the FAA, which, as they 
understood it, meant that the FAA makes the 
rules, not them, at least in matters of safety and 
scheduling. And don’t most airports have to 
follow the FAA? 

Well, for one thing, as Cantwell and the 
Town Board have found out, Southampton has 
rules and regulations for its chopper pad on 
Meadow Lane, even if they conflict with the 
FAA’s desires. And there are municipalities in 
the New York metropolitan area that make rules 


about helicopter pad takeoffs and landings, 
even though they also might conflict with the 
FAA’s hopes and desires. 

“The City of New York made rules for one of 
its heliports not long ago,” Cantwell told me. 
“They were upheld in the courts.” 

For years now, the FAA has been appealed 
to by the Town to do something about the 
increasing noise pollution at the East Hampton 
Airport. But the FAA has done nothing. It 
appears its philosophy is the more the merrier 
when it comes to East Hampton. They work 
with the airline industry closely, after all. They 
did try changing the approach routes, though. 
Maybe if the choppers flew to East Hampton 
over woods, it would help. But they made a 
mistake. 

One “woods” that now has a helicopter route 
is the woods that makes the Georgica Pond 
community the leafy, sylvan, attractive place 
it is today, with some of the highest real estate 
prices, the largest mansions and the most 
famous and wealthy folks summering there in 
peaceful seclusion. 

That was not a good idea on their part. Ken 
Lipper, the investment banker who created 
the “Lipper Report” that everyone reads, has a 
home in Georgica. He partnered with Peter M. 
Wolf, an urban planner, to bring in heavyweight 
lawyers to determine that the Town could, in 
fact, impose regulations on the helicopters 
and planes. 

(Wolf told The New York Times on Monday, 
“If you had a single location that’s polluting 


all the water in a community, you’d want 
to do something about it. Well, we have a 
single source that’s polluting a peaceful 
environment and to some extent the air in 
a community. Something needs to be done 
about it.”) 

Lipper and Wolf are proposing limiting 
takeoffs and landings to four per hour and 
having the airport operate only between 9 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. 

I asked Supervisor Cantwell if having 
Lipper and Wolf and fat-cat lawyers involved 
encouraged him and he said no. 

“We’ve been planning this along time,” he said. 
“We have one of the foremost legal attorneys in 
this field, Peter Kirsch, of Colorado, advising 
us. And we’ve had independent accountants 
review the finances of the airport with an eye to 
finding new sources of income other than 
the FAA. The difference is just a million or 
two a year.” 

Other sources could include raising takeoff 
and landing fees, and fees for other services. 

“It’s not like the FAA just gives us cash,” 
Cantwell told me. “The monies we receive 
are grant assurances for improvements to the 
airport. They stretch out for years. We have 
some smaller such grant assurances that will 
continue on to 2020 and 2021, but the four 
most important of these assurances ended 
on December 31. And we believe that tips the 
matter into a place where we can exert our 
rights.”

Center of Town 


_A History Since Colonial Times of the Center of Downtown Bridgehampton

hen I first got here to the eastern end 

of Long Island in 1956 at the age of 
15, Bridgehampton was a farm town. Almost 
completely surrounded by potato fields, it was 
where the potato farmers, mostly of Polish 
extraction, went at 5 a.m. to meet at the Candy 
Kitchen for coffee and to discuss the previous 
day’s potato prices before heading out to the 
fields. There were five large potato packing 
barns where migrants from the South worked in 
the fall, getting the potatoes bagged and off to 
the warehouses of Riverhead. 

On the four-block-long Main Street there were 
six gas stations where farm equipment could 
be repaired, and there were several big farm 
fertilizer, feed and equipment stores, including 
a big Agway. The Bridgehampton Bank, in 
the center of town, was the most imposing 
commercial structure in town. (It is Starbucks 
today.) There were four churches, and a Baptist 
church for the African-American community 
on the turnpike. In the summertime there were 
visitors—a few New York summer people, but 
there was also another kind of summer people, 
young black men in shabby clothes who hung 
around on street corners, enjoying the sunshine 
and occasionally taking swigs of Thunderbird 
from paper bags. They were between shifts 
from picking potatoes. 


Bridgehampton was at that time, therefore, a 
no-nonsense year-round town of commerce and 
industry. In the adjacent towns of East Hampton 
and Southampton, there were hundreds of 
wealthy summer people living in mansions 
down by the beach, mostly from Wall Street or 
Madison Avenue, and they had been coming out 
here for generations. There was a Blue Book of 
who they were that they distributed amongst 
themselves. Either you were in or you were out. 

In 1968, after living for many summers with 
my parents in Montauk, I finished my education, 
and, with three years of graduate school in city 
planning and architecture at Harvard, moved 
to Bridgehampton. Dan’s Papers was eight 
years old at this time and it had paid for my 
education, both undergraduate and graduate. 
This education had made me keenly aware of 
civic matters. And, as a matter of fact, publishing 
a newspaper put me in a position to make some 
sort of contribution to the community to help 
make it a better place. 

Bridgehampton was what it was. But there 
was one aspect of this town where the elegant 
place it once was a hundred years earlier 
showed through. It was what faced out to the 
Founders Monument on Main Street in the 
center of that street where five roads came 
together marking the center of town. 

The Monument itself was built in 1910. And 
what faced out upon it from those corners 


in that year was as follows. On the northeast 
corner was a four-story-tall Greek Revival 
mansion built for a prosperous local family 
around 1840. On the southeast corner there was 
another four-story-tall Greek Revival mansion 
built by another prosperous local family. On the 
northwest corner stood Wick’s Tavern, a favorite 
stopping-off place since the Revolutionary War. 
And on the southwest corner was an open 
field that had been the parade grounds for the 
Bridgehampton Militia during the revolution. 

Here’s what I saw in 1965. On the northeast 
corner, the Greek Revival mansion was in 
disrepair and on its last legs. On the southeast 
corner, the Greek Revival mansion was occupied 
by a reclusive gentleman who did not have the 
funds in any way to keep that mansion in repair. 
The grand columns were supported by two 
by four pieces of lumber nailed to them and 
nailed to the main house on the other side. The 
front lawn had, incredibly, been rented out to 
an oil company that had built an Esso station 
there. This was the era when gas stations had 
repair bays, with lifts, equipment and tools, and 
the men pumping the gas (and cleaning your 
windshield) were covered with grease and oil 
from making those repairs. 

The northwest corner had a sign out front 
that said this had formerly been the site of 
Wick’s Tavern. The tavern had been torn down 
in 1941 to make way fora (Cont'd on next page)

Shell gas station. So much for any appreciation 
of history at that time. 

The southeast corner now consisted of a 
two-story building that featured a wing of six 
or seven local stores, including a butcher’s 
shop and a liquor store built in the 1920s. The 
building was not unattractive. It was white 
stucco and well kept. But now there was no sign 
of any Revolutionary War mustering ground. , 

Compare this to East Hampton and 
Southampton. In 1965, both these town’s main 
streets were filled with historic structures, parks 
and greens that had survived from the beginning 
of their settlement. There were windmills, ponds 
in the center of town, old saltbox homes on 
Main Street from the Colonial era. Southampton 
was founded in 1640, Bridgehampton in 1644 
and East Hampton in 1648. That’s what the 
signs said when you entered these towns. But 
where was anything historic from that era 
in Bridgehampton? 

I came to care a great deal for Bridgehampton 
when I moved there. At the time, my dad, 
who had bought the Montauk Pharmacy back 
in 1956, encouraged me. “You can enjoy the 
activities of East and Southampton,” he said, 
“put then, when you want to relax you can 
get away from all the bullshit to your house in 
Bridgehampton.” 

From 1965 to this day, civic-minded people 
have helped restore the middle of downtown 
Bridgehampton. From my posts as editor and 
publisher, I’ve encouraged them and when 
necessary, objected to some things I thought 
inappropriate. And today, it’s almost done. It

should be just beautiful by next year. The rest 
of this story will recount what has happened on 
those four corners in the middle of town. 

It started, on the northeast corner, with 
a setback. Shortly after moving there—and 
the Dan’s Papers offices moved to a building 
I bought at the other end of Main Street in 
1968—I learned that the Sunoco oil company 
had proposed buying the northeast. corner, 
tearing down the Greek Revival mansion there 
and replacing it with a gas station. There would 
now be three gas stations on these four corners 
if this went ahead. 

In the newspaper, I announced the creation 
of the SAVE THE BULL’S HEAD INN committee, 
which was the name of the building on that 
northeast corner. The committee consisted 
of me. I published a front-page ad urging all 
residents to cut up their Sunoco credit cards 
(oil companies had credit cards in those days) 
and mail the pieces to the president of Sunoco 
in Philadelphia. 

A lot of people apparently did that, for soon 
I got a call from some executives of Sunoco 
asking if they could meet with me to discuss 
their plan. We met in New York City, in the 
townhouse apartment of a girlfriend I was seeing 
at that time. The men unrolled an architectural 
plan that showed something these men thought 
our committee should approve of. They would 
move the Inn at their own expense to the back 
of the property and turn it sideways to face out 
on the Sag Harbor Turnpike. That should satisfy 
the membership. 

“So there would be two big mansions facing 
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each other with gas stations on their front 
lawns, then,” I said, stroking my chin. “I'll bring 
it up at our next meeting.” : 

That’s all we want you to do, they told me. 

So that was that. 

The next thing that happened on that site 
was that a local auctioneer and farmer named 
Charlie Vanderveer bought that mansion and 
proposed to the town that it become an inn 
open to the public with other amenities around 
it, which would include a spa, a conference 
center and a pond on the front lawn at which 
local kids could go ice skating. I wished Charlie 
well with that, but the town turned him down. 
Too much activity on that site, they said. Charlie 
then sold it to Lynn St. John, another resident of 
the town who kept the place up moderately well 
and ran it sometimes as an antique shop on the 
ground floor. Eventually, in 2005, former Philip 
Morris CEO Bill Campbell bought the place 
and submitted a plan that would be even more 
interactive than the one Charlie proposed. 

But this was now a different era. I was 
vacationing in Hawaii when I learned of it. Lynn 
St. John sent me the architectural plans for it, 
urging that I come back home and fight against 
it. But now I could see that Campbell had 
bought adjacent properties and it was now on 
a much larger campus. | thought it a great idea. 
The building would be completely restored. 
In the paper, I urged that it go ahead. And it 
did. Today it is the Topping Rose House, and 
it includes a corporate meeting room (in the 
barn) a lap pool, a spa and on the newly bought 
property, about 16 new = (Continued on page 22) 
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This Week’s Cover Artist: Lawrence Roberts

_ This week’s cover is unusual 
and distinctly that of artist 
Lawrence Roberts—whose 
work Dan’s Papers readers 
may recognize from past 
covers, including a tennis 
court, “Game of Shadows,” 

_which coincided with the 
2012 U.S. Open, and “A 
Touch of Romance,” which 
was a picture of a dressed-up couple dancing on 
the beach. This week’s image is cool and sleek, 
like an Alex Katz—and without any trace of the 
artist’s hand. What forms an overhead view of 
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a person in a kayak are simplified, individual 
shapes of pure, solid color. From his New York 
City abode, Roberts lets us in on his technique 
and background. 


Do you spend time out here on the East End? 
Though I don’t own a home here, I am fortunate 
to have friends and family stretching from West 
Hampton Dunes to Montauk. It is a rare summer 
weekend that doesn’t afford me the benefit of 
inspiration on the East End. 


What is the title of this piece and what 
inspired it? 

The title of the piece is “Caught by the River.” 
The singular person or object interacting 
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with, being challenged by or challenging the 
environment is a theme that appears frequently 
in my work. If I can play with the viwer’s 
perspective and expectations, so much the 
better. 


What is your artistic method? The crispness 


and clarity to the lines suggests it could almost 
be collage or digitally generated. 

Very astute. You might describe what | 
do as “digital collage.” Most of my work is 
composed of photographic elements that have 
been simplified, reshaped and assembled on 
the computer to create the final product. 


Describe your path, leading up to the first 
things you were creating and your work now? 
Did you go to art school or are you self-taught? 

While I had some modest training in 
photography when I was young, the practical 
limitations of film photography, both artistic 
and physical, for a Manhattan apartment 
dweller, resulted in the _ pursuit being 
pushed to the side. The digital revolution 
allowed me to pick up a camera again in 
earnest since digital gave me the ability to 
produce results beyond. the capabilities of 
film and without the need for a darkroom. The 
quality of the early digital cameras was so poor, 
though, that it became a necessity to simplify 
the photo data in order to obtain an aesthetic 
result. Images like the one on this week’s cover 
are the result of continual experimentation 
since then. 


Living and working in Manhattan, and as a 
professor of law, what is a typical day like for 
you when you’re working on your artwork? 
The flexibility that my approach affords 
means that the artistic process is completely 
integrated with daily life. I'm never without my 
camera, so I’m always able to gather source 
material. The process of shaping such imagery 
into a final product isn’t something that requires 
singular, large blocks of time. It enables me to 
hone a piece bit by bit and revisit it with a fresh 
perspective. I also find the creative process an 
excellent change of pace that re-energizes me. 


What new projects are your working on for 
2015.

guest rooms. 

Across the street on the southeast corner, a 
Southampton town councilman named Dennis 
Suskind (a former partner in Wall Street’s 
Goldman Sachs and today the President of the 
Hampton Classic Horse Show) spearheaded 
a drive for the town to buy the other Greek 
Revival mansion so it could be restored and 
turned into a museum. It too succeeded. I 
loved it. The gas station was torn down and 
the building fixed up. It’s not yet open. But 
hopefully it will be by next year. 

On the northwest corner, where Wick’s 
Tavern once stood, the gas station closed 
around 1975, fell into disrepair for five years, 
and then re-opened as a Beverage Barn. It 
was kept in disrepair, however, and during 
the next 35 years it fell into a state so bad it 
was a disgrace. | wrote about that and got a 
dressing down from the owner of the Beverage 
Barn, who was just the tenant there. What 
could you do? In 2006, though, East Hampton 
developer Len Ackerman bought the property, 
the tenant left, and everything was torn 
down. Now it was open land. What would 
happen to it? 

I spoke to Lenny Ackerman. He was preparing 
drawings to create a two-story commercial 
building on that site. He had not yet decided 
what it might look like. He wondered what his 
chances were in getting it through. I told him 
he should build the structure as a third Greek 
Revival building. He did that. And the plan was 
approved. Ackerman did not build it, though. 
In 2011, he sold the controlling interest in the 
property to a New York City developer who 
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The Topping Rose House on the 
northeast corner is a thriving 
example of what can be done with 

an historic building. 


later announced construction would begin and 
the tenant would be a CVS drugstore. 

Protests began on that site against having 
a CVS there. There was inadequate parking, 
opponents said. It had been intended to have 
offices on the second floor and perhaps six 
boutiques on the ground floor facing out onto the 
sidewalk—a good walk for strollers downtown. 
The CVS plan would need an additional approval 
of the town, a special exemption permit. The 
plan for the new Greek Revival building could 
not accommodate any retailer occupying 
more than 5,000 square feet, according to 
town code. CVS would occupy both the 4,500 
square feet of the first floor and the 4,500 
square feet of the second floor. Where would 
people park? 

The town-planning board, responding to 
the protesting townspeople, said this new 
project would require an environmental impact 
statement before it could even be considered 
as a 9,000-square-foot exception. CVS, 
in response, filed a lawsuit against the town 
planning board. 

In the course of things, one of the protesters 
told me there was talk that there might be oil 
spills from the old gas station underground, 
perhaps making this an unbuildable Superfund 


site if true. | wrote about that. I also suggested 
that the town buy the property now, and rebuild 
Wick’s Tavern there. 

At this point, quite suddenly, the developers 
of this building broke ground and began 
construction. They had an active building 
permit. Why not? They dug down deep enough 
so anyone could see there was no gas and oil 
under there. And during the next few weeks, 
it is expected that the steel will be going in as 
the building, this Greek Revival building, heads 
on up. 

Now, three Greek Revival buildings will face 
out onto the Founders Monument in the middle 
of downtown Bridgehampton. 

As for the southwest corner, well, the town 
did buy a quarter-acre behind the shops there 
and named it Militia Park. It’s something. 

I can hardly. wait to see this northwest 
corner completed and joining up with the 
Topping Rose House, which, on the northeast 
corner, is a thriving example of what can be 
done with an historic building. I also can 
hardly wait to see the Nathaniel Rogers 
House Museum on the southeast corner 
finished. 

Now if only we can get the lighting company 
to put all the telephone lines underground 
for these four blocks of Main Street. It should 
not be so costly. It’s not that long a distance. 
And did you know that back in Montauk, 
realtor and businessman John Keeshan and 
others spearheaded a drive not too long ago 
to have the power company take down all the 
utility wires along that Main Street? Yes, 
they did. g&

New Businesses Coming to North Fork in 2015

lhe booming North Fork foodie scene will see at 
least three new additions in 2015. 

Gula Gula Empanadas, grown out of the Amagansett 
Food Institute at the Stony Brook Southampton 
campus, will open a storefront in Mattituck this 
spring, offering its contemporary takes on the Latin 
stuffed pastry. Owner Luchi Masliah started Gula 
Gula Empanadas two-and-a-half years ago and has 
been selling at farmers markets and wholesale. 

“Working with food is rewarding, but a tough job,” 
she says. Masliah previously owned a restaurant 
and fish market, and when she wanted to get back 
into the food industry she thought of something 
‘she could test the waters with. Originally from 
Uruguay, she decided on empanadas, a portable, 
traditional South American food. “We eat a lot of beef 
empanadas down in Uruguay,” she says. However, 
Masliah uses a variety of ingredients, and deviates 
from tradition. “We have people from so many 
different cultures here,” she says of the East End. “I 
thought I would come out with my own creations.” 

Masliah uses local resources and fresh vegetables, 
and her empanadas are always baked, never fried. 
She has several vegetarian recipes, such as Indian 
Spice, made with potatoes and spinach in a whole- 
wheat crust, and non-vegetarian options, like her 
Southwestern Chicken with cornflour crust, cilantro 
and lime juice. “People say, ‘Wow, I’ve never seen 
empanadas like this,” Masliah says. 

Having established her business using the 


commercial kitchen at the Amagansett Food Institute, 
she was ready for her own kitchen and storefront. 

She found that the North Fork, particularly 
Mattituck, is a great community and booming, with 
many residents and visitors who are interested in 
food and farming. She also liked having proximity to 
the vineyards and year-round activity. 

Gula Gula Empanadas will open at 325 Pike Street, 
on the corner of Love Lane, in a brand new building 
that is shared with a nail salon. Masliah is in the 
process of building the kitchen, which will be able to 
accommodate her wholesale business as well. 

The owners of the Moriches favorite Greek Bites 
Grill have leased space in Mattituck for a’ second 
location, and they plan to open the doors on the new 
restaurant this month. The 16-seat restaurant will 
focus on counter service and take-out for lunch, and 
servers may be available for table service for dinner 
and on weekends, says co-owner Dimitra Laopodis. 

Laopodis and her husband, Spiro, opened the 
original Greek Bites Grill seven years ago. The 
Laopodises also ran a Greek Bites—later called 
Spiro’s—for two years in Southampton on County 
Road 39, in a location that now houses Saaz, an 
Indian restaurant. 

Laopodis says Mattituck appealed to them because 
there is year-round activity and the specific location— 
in a shopping center on Main Road with Mattituck 
Cinemas—draws people from the surrounding area. 

The Mattituck menu will be the same as the 
Moriches menu, with traditional Greek cuisine such 
as gyros, spanakopita, spinach pies, tzatziki, kebobs, 


and fried goat cheese. Laopodis says they may also 
introduce daily specials. Her family is flying in from 
Greece to help open the restaurant. 

North Fork Chocolate Company, a small business 
that got its start at Stony Brook University’s Calverton 
Business Incubator, is opening a permanent location 
in Aquebogue soon. The chocolatier will open at 740 
Main Road, formerly home to Esprit de France. 

“It’s just really a great location,” says co-owner Ann 
Corley, of Baiting Hollow, who started North Fork 
Chocolate Company with chef Steven Amaral. Corley 
says the area gets heavy traffic and is adjacent to the 
Borghese Vineyard Annex tasting room. “Chocolate 
and wine go great,” she says. 

Corley and Amaral began making 4-inch pies and 
3-inch cakes at the Calverton Business Incubator’s 
commercial shared kitchen before progressing to 
making chocolate. They began selling to restaurants 
and country clubs on the East End, as well as to retail 
stores across the island and in Manhattan. North 
Fork Chocolate Company had a popup in the Tanger 
food court from October 2013 to February 2014. 

Appreciative of the Stony Brook incubator’s 
support for her fledgling business, Corley in turn will 
offer shelf space in her new shop to local artisanal 
food producers. She calls it an incubator outlet. 

Corley also recently founded The Artisan Project, 
a weekend market at Grange Hall in Northville, where 
local artists and producers can sell their goods. 

North Fork Chocolate Company will have its grand 
opening on February 14, 2015, although Corley expects 
there will be a soft opening a few days early. ga

Roasted Chicken a la sopping Rose House

_ |! was delighted to attend 
| _ the first-ever cooking class 
6 _ at the Topping Rose House 

8 in Bridgehampton last 


month. It was a fascinating 
peek inside the workings of 
a top kitchen. As Chef Kyle 
Koenig had promised, he gave 
participants “methods not 
_ recipes.” In other words, he 
took us through all the rigors 
of preparing roasedt chicken, gnocchi and roasted 
vegetables using his expert methods. The instruction 
was to be observed and adapted to one’s own kitchen 
and habits. I used his ingredient list and instructions 
as the basis for the recipe below. 

After the class we sat down to eat the fruits of our 
labors. My classmates and [ thoroughly enjoyed our 
meal at Topping Rose that evening and I’m happy to 
report that my homemade roast chicken whipped up 
days later was just as crisp and tasty.

ROASTED CHICKEN 
Serves 2, like Kings 


3 1/2-pound free range chicken 


kosher salt and ground black pepper 
1 lemon, halved 

2 sprigs fresh rosemary 

2 sprigs fresh thyme 

2 bay leaves 

1 tablespoon peanut oil 

2 tablespoons unsalted butter, 
softened 

coarse sea salt 


Preheat oven to 375°. 

Rinse chicken and pat dry thoroughly. 

Cut off last joint of wings and discard. 

Season chicken liberally inside and out 
with kosher salt and pepper. 

Stick index finger under skin of breasts 
to create pockets. Fill evenly with butter. 

Place lemon, rosemary, thyme and bay 
leaves inside cavity, then truss. 

Rub outside of bird with oil. 

Roast breast-side-up on rack in 
a roasting pan for about 90 minutes. 
Chicken is done when inserted meat 
thermometer reads 180°. (So, ideally, 
you want to remove bird from oven just 
before it hits that temperature because 
meat will continue to cook.) 

Remove the bird from the oven, cover 
® loosely with foil and allow to rest for 10 
to 15 minutes.

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Montauk Brewing Company Set to Expand

ig news is brewing out in Montauk, as New 

York’s easternmost brewery prepares to open 
the doors to its expanded facility in 2015. The 
roughly 1,200 square foot extension of the gallery 
tasting room at 62 South Erie Avenue will allow 
Montauk Brewing Company to brew beer on-site for 
the first time since its inception. 

“We really appreciate everyone who has supported 
us in the tasting room, this just comes full circle,” 
co-founder and CMO Vaughan Cutillo says. “Every 
tasting, every growler has helped us to fund this 
project.” 

Making space for the beer to be brewed on-site 
was always the dream for Montauk Brewinc. East 
Hampton Town had to figure out how to categorize 
the first brewery to be built within its borders, but 
“once we proved our model, everyone was very 
supportive,” says Cutillo, who founded the company 
with friends Eric Moss (brewmaster) and Joe Sullivan 
(CEO). Though the recipes are all Montauk, the 
actual brewing process has been completed off-site 
(contract-brewed) since the company first opened 
its doors in 2012. 


Montauk Brewing Company will also 
be adding four additional taps to its 
gallery tasting room, making space 
for eight beers total. 


At capacity, the brewery will be able to produce 
5,000 kegs per year. Construction of the building is 


currently underway. The equipment is 
expected to be delivered this month, 
and Montauk Brewing Company hopes 
to begin brewing in February. Visitors 
will be invited to take tours of the 
facility, which boasts vaulted ceilings 
and subway tiling. The gallery tasting 
room, so-named because it invites 
friends to enjoy a flight while taking 
in the rotating exhibitions of local art 
displayed inside, will remain open 
throughout all phases of construction. 

As a part of the expansion, Montauk 
Brewing Company will be adding four 
additional taps to its gallery tasting 
room, making space for eight beers 
total. “This will be like a test kitchen,” 
Cutillo says. “It allows us to be more 
fun and creative. We can do things like use local 
ingredients, and do fun recipes and one-off beers.” 
Conversely, contract brewing requires beer to be 
produced in quantity, leaving less freedom to release 
brews on a limited basis. 


Montauk Brewing Company will also be updating’ 


its license to a microbrewery license. Once that 
process is complete, they'll be able to serve full 
pints. Until now, the taproom could only pour 
tastings and growlers. 

The news of an expanded brewery comes under a 
year after Montauk Brewing Company made another 
big move—releasing its flagship Driftwood Ale, an 
English-style pale ale, and popular Summer Ale in 
cans this past spring. 

Amidst all the construction, Montauk Brewing 
Company is also in the process of getting the permits 
together to host a grand re-opening party to be held 
on Saturday, June 27, 2015. “We first opened the

tasting room on June 30, 2012,” Cutillo says. “We’d 
like to celebrate the first beer brewed in Montauk 
and a triumphant three-year journey.” Prior to the 
anniversary party, a soft opening will be scheduled 
for the springtime. 

With the exception of adding a glass door that will 
allow people to view the brewing equipment, the 
current gallery tasting room will remain unchanged, 
inviting people who love Montauk, love beer and love 
art to come together. Or, as the cans advertise, to 
“come as you are.” 

“The whole build-out has been a great learning 
experience,” Cutillo says. “It’s eye-opening how 
much the community has supported us. It’s a really 
Montauk thing to do, to support small businesses, 
and it’s really fun to be a part of it.” go

nown for designing some of the East End’s 

most beautiful—and  lavish—properties, 
Hamptons-based architect John Laffey tells us about 
his background, East End design signatures, luxe 
amenities and more. 


Can you tell us a little bit about your background? 
Have you always been interested in architecture? 

I grew up in Port Jefferson and from an early age | 
loved drawing, problem-solving and building things. 
I remember going to the local architect’s office 
with my father and being fascinated with the studio 
environment; the idea that the architect would draw 
plans for a project and all the workers would follow 
his instructions and then build a project that would 
stand for a lifetime had me hooked. | started my 
own practice in a small office in East Hampton and 
20 years later I am now in Water Mill. | renovated 
the old Suffolk County National Bank on Montauk 
Highway for my office, and I’m now the only architect 
in the Hamptons with a drive-through window! 


You’re from Long Island; what made you stay and 
what attracted you to the East End in particular? 
After graduating from college, I worked for a 
large firm in the city that did projects on the East 
End. Working in and experiencing New York City 
was exciting, but not my calling. | knew my destiny 
was to be a simple country architect. Living in a 
small community, raising a family and creating 


beautiful architecture is my soul’s passion. | had 
grown up around the Hamptons, and the natural 
beauty of the area kept drawing me back. I am very 
fortunate to be living and designing here. 


As an architect, do you have any signatures? What 
are some East End trademarks? 

The sheer volume of diverse 
architectural styles that hide behind 
the privet is incredible. The signature 
of architecture here is that it has 
always allowed new and traditional 
architectural styles to coexist next to 
each other. What was cutting-edge to 
one generation is now on the historic 
record for another. My firm does more 
traditional architecture that tends to 
blend into the surrounding environment. 

I love the idea that people drive by my 
work and wonder if they ever noticed 
the home or how long it has been there. 
I feel the ability to understand the scale 
and function of traditional architecture has allowed 
my firm to create new transitional architecture that 
embraces new technology while keeping the scale, 
warmth and familiarity of the traditional home. 


What are some unique amenities you’ve seen here? 

Indoor pools, pools on roofs, pools with clear 
glass walls, basketball courts in basements, amazing 
wine rooms, dance floors, gyms that rival the best 
commercial facilities, garages with multiple car lifts,

surround sound systems and full HVAC systems. 
The most fun amenity I ever designed into a home 
was to sink a trampoline into the basement floor 
of a children’s recreation area. | have also seen 
some of the most amazing landscaping and gardens 
you can imagine. People should always take the 
opportunity to go on the tours of homes 
and gardens that are offered each 
summer by various nonprofit groups 
and historical societies. 

Can you highlight an_ all-time 
favorite project? 

I have many! The joy of architecture 
is ‘making ideas on paper a reality in

What are suggestions for small 
renovations that have a big impact? 

I believe the best thing to do with existing homes is 
to focus on opening up the floor plan and bring in as 
much light as possible. The majority of people today 
like to have open floor plan and a very informal way 
of living. | believe any renovation should work with 
the existing structure and have a seamless quality 
that flows with what is already there.
